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Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Report,  1951 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1951. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  there  is  a 
slight  increase  in  the  population  from  6147  in  1950  to  6232  in  1951. 

The  birth  rate  (21)  is  much  higher  than  of  last  year  (16.2) 
and  than  that  of  England  and  Wales  (15.5)  in  1951. 

The  death  rate  (10.2)  is  slightly  less  that  1950  (10.7),  and 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (12.5). 

The  death  rate  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  (15.3)  is  less 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (29.6). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  from  diseases  associated  with 
elderly  people,  and  again  the  numbers  in  this  group  are  showing  a 
rise. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  with  the  exception 
of  isolated  farms  and  cottages  now  served  by  Public  supply. 
Extension  of  water  supplies  to  new  housing  estates  carried  out 
along  with  building  development.  A  new  scheme  has  been  submitted 
for  the  Ministry’s  approval  to  include  new  pumping  station  and 
high  level  reservoir.  This  will  inprove  the  supply  to  southern 
section  of  town,  and  also  enable  us  to  supply  Ingleberry  Road  farms 
and  cottages. 

Extension  of  main  sewer  to  Forest  area  was  commenced,  and 
approximately  300  yards  of  sewer  laid  at  end  of  year. 

During  the  year  60  houses  were  completed,  54,  by  the  local 
authority  and  6  by  private  enterprise,  making  a  total  of  245  houses 
completed  in  the  post-war  period.  The  total  number  of  applicants 
for  council  houses  at  end  of  the  year  was  312,  and  the  number  of 
applications  received  during  the  year  was  91. 

Once  more  the  number  of  new  applications  for  new  houses 
exceeded  the  number  erected,  and  sub-standard  houses  are  still 
having  to  be  occupied  owing  to  housing  shortage,  their  condition 
deteriorating.  The  provision  of  suitable  houses  for  people  still 
remains  the  major  problem  of  your  council. 

189  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
of  these  144  were  Whooping  Cough,  24  Pneumonia,  13  Measles  and 
one  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis).  Whooping 
Cough  was  prevalent  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August. 

The  number  of  those  receiving  Immunisation  has  again  fallen, 
and  unless  these  numbers  can  be  increased  the  proportion  of 
unImmunised  children  in  the  population  will  become  dangerously 
high. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  of  the  County  Council  for  their  willing  help  and 
co-operation. 
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Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  R.  B.  Jones  for  his  valuable 
assistance  throughout  the  year,  and  to  you  Gentlemen  for  your 
kindness  and  co-operation.

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  all  ambulance 
facilities  in  the  County.  Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by 
Ambulances  provided  by  the  National  Coal  Board  stationed  at 
Nailstone  Colliery  and  Moira  Colliery. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

All  District  Nursing  and  Midwifery  in  the  home  is  carried 
out  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council. 

HEALTH  VISITING 

This  work  is  provided  for  by  the  County  Council,  and  is 
very  ably  carried  out  in  the  area.  A  Diabetic  Health  Visitor  attends 
the  Diabetic  Clinic  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Leicester  and  visits  the 
patients  in  their  homes.
